Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives Or.' the 
baited States o£ America in Congress assembled. That the President 
is authorised to appoint a Deputy Director of Central intelligence, 
from among individuals in civilian life or commissioned officers of 
the armed services, who shall receive compensation. at the rate 
established for such position. The Deputy Director of Central Intel- 
ligence shall per form such duties and exercise such powers as shall 
be prescribed by the Director of Central Intelligence or by law an-d 
sht-.il act Cor, and exercise the powers of, the Director daring his 
absence or disability. 

SBC, 2. If a com missioned officer of the armed services is 
appointed as Deputy Director of Central Intelligence, he shall be 
subject to no supervision, control, restriction, or prohibition (mili- 
tary or otherwise) other than would be operative with respect is aim 
if he were in no way connected with the Department of .Defense a; the 
armed servicer- or any component thereof. He shall not possess or 
exercise any supervision, control, powers, or functions (other than 
such as he may possess or as may be prescribed for him as Deputy 
Director of Central Intelligence) with respect to the armed services 
or any component thereof, the Department of Defense, or any depart- 
ment, branch, bureau, unit, or division thereof, or with respect to 
any of the per® »antl (-military or civilian) of any of the foregoing, 

C. 3. except as provided herein, appointment to, acceptance 
of, and. service as Deputy Director of Central Intelligence shall in no 
way affect any status, office , rank, or grade which a commissioned 
officer of the armed services may occupy or hold in the armed services, 
or -any emolument, perquisite, right, privilege, or benefit incident to 
or arising out of say such status, office, rank, or grace. 

ID C. 4. Any such commissioned officer shall, while serving a® 
Deputy Director of Central Intelligence , continue to hold rank an-:, 
grade not lower than that in which serving at the time of his appoint- 
ment and to receive the military pay and allowances (including 
personal money allowance) payable to a commissioned officer of his 
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grfc.de and length of service, for which the appropriate department 
shall be reimbursed from any fund* available to defray the expenses 
of the Central Intelligence Agency. Me shall also be paid by the aa 
tral Intelligence gency from such funds an annual compensation at 
a rate equal to the amount by which the salary established for thf X 
office exceeds the amount of his annual military pay and allowances. 
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
